The average attendance during the year has been 410, a 
falling off of 36 from the standard reached last year. This is 
accounted for by the unusual prevalence during the past few 
months of colds and various contagious diseases. 

We are able, as heretofore, to speak favorably of the work 
of our schools as a whole. In some there has been most 
marked success. In a few there has been partial failure. 
The Prudential Committee system seems to be well adapted 
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to the desires of teachers of indifferent capacity. At least we 
find that the poorer teachers are almost as likely as the 
better to obtain situations in one or - another. of our schools 
from year to year. 

Several of our schools are too small for the best results, 
educationally and economically. With small. schools, little 
money, short terms, teachers of little breadth of knowledge 
or experience, and Prudential Committees who seem to lack 
practical wisdom as to the needs of schools, the pe suc- 

vess seems almost like a utopian dream. 

We are gratified in being able to report that the initial 
movement in the consolidation of districts, in accordance with 
the wish of the town at its last annual meeting, has been 
made. 

Districts Nos. 1 and 17 have been united into one district 
also districts Nos. 11, 12 and 20. ay 

This work of union in these two instances needs only ve ‘kas 
followed up by conciliatory and public-spirited action on te on 
part of the citizens interested to bring about the most hap) ae wee 
results, both for the districts united and for other dist1 ti 
waiting for the inspiration of their success to do a ‘simi ar rf 
work. Our educational system must drag unless we make i 
united and persistent effort to work up, and such working up 
cannot be achieved without a generous spirit of sel saciiice yy 
for the common good. aay) 

Some of the teachers have, as heretofore, failed to ‘make 
out their registers properly. But in this regard there is a 
marked improvement as compared with the work of last year. 

We hope, for our comfort and for the common good, that they 
will take pains to make their registers altogether faultless dur- 
ing the coming year. 

Teachers must expect an examination once a year, accord- 
ing to law, and it would be a great favor to us if they would 
all, as far as possible, present themselves at the annual ex- 
amination in April. By so doing they would save us much 
inconvenience, and possibly subserve their own interests 
thereby. 

We have great difficulty at the end of the school year, be-
